April.

I have myself visited the Dengrah, Kishengunj and Bahadoorgunj Circles 
this fortnight. А 

In the two last-named places I found the supply of grain in the hats 
quite equal to the demand, but in Dengrah and in the neighbourhood of йе 
sudder station, I have seen that supplies are falling short, and that purchasers 
are entirely dependant upon the small consignments of husked rice bought 
from the cloth merchants in Purneah and taken into the interior by baparis. 
At Mathour hát on 10th April, I found coarse rice selling at Ò and 10 seers, and 
new grain at 16 seers. All brought to market was sold; even in the north but 
little grain is brought for sale by the villagers; the supplies, mostly unhusked 
rice, are here obtained either from the Julpigorce district, or are smuggled from | 
the Morung. One or two Kishengunj merchants have lately been importing 
husked rice from Calcutta at Gangee, the largest hat in the north. I found on

Mr, Rattray at Arrareah reports that the prices throughout his sub-division 
gre about 9 seers the rupee, and that grain was everywhere procurable in 
small quantities. "Em , 

The condition of the people is getting worse in Kusba Amour, Dengrah 
and in the northern parts of the Sudder and the southern parts of Bahadoor- 
еш} and Kishéngunj owing to the want of rain. Up in the north there has 
been an abundant rainfall, even on Friday and Saturday last, when a hot west 
wind was blowing in the sudder station and the thermometer in some houses 
was over 100°, reports from the north road described the weather as cool and 
comfortable after the heavy rain. | 
^. The Koosi and Mahanuddi have risen and benefited the country in the 
south, In order to get water for the cattle, I have directed Reliet Officers. to 
have ponds dug in the old beds of rivers ; it is no use digging on ground of an 
ordinary level when even the deepest tanks are nearly dry. 

The rice crops which have been sown look well, though rain would benefit 
them. The cheena and kainee crops are now coming into car; though fair 
ihey are not so good as they promised to be a few weeks ago. 

"In the extreme south-east the boro rice is looking well at Вагвое ; the 
supply of grain, which has up to the last few days been kept up from Ну. 
atpore and Maldab, fell off very much last båt day. Empty boats саше up tc 
take away the toori. 

Cases of incendiarism has decreased ; but petty thefts of grain are numerous. 
In order to keep up the supply of grain at the hats in the centre of the district, 
and to check the drain upon Julpigoree in the north, I issucd orders last week 
toall my Sub-divisional Officers to commence sales to the publie at 10 seers for 
Bengal, апа 12 seers for Burmah rice. Orders have since been received from 
the Commissioner to reduce the price in the north to 12 and 15 seers. I should 
have been obliged to do this even had I not been ordered, as Mr. Craven reports 
that реор will not buy at the higher rates, and that in four days in three 
bazaars near Kissengunj town he only sold 76 Rs, worth. Mr. Rattray at 
Arrareah says that people are only inclined to buy ; he, however, writes from the 
neighbourhood of the Morung. 

On this side of the Mahanuddy and to the south of Kissengunj every 
wer of grain offered is eagerly purchased. Мг. Wyer at head-quarters has

Some roads, for instance that part of No. 5 between Dengrah and 
Kusba Amour, will be finished as estimated, as will also the Bulrampore aud 
Barsoe road.

It begins about 
Godda and, running from left to right, follows the boundary of the district 
to Nalla, 12 miles from Maijam, on the chord-lino. Tt is about 170 miles 
jong, and for most of its length lies close about the loop-line, It includes 
the pergunnahs of Burkop, Manihari, the Rajmehal low-lands by the Ganges, 
‘Ambar, Sultanabad, Dari Maleshwar, Muhammadabad, and a great deal of 
Kundabit, with the Burbait Valley in the Rajmebal Daman. In this region 
are all our worst tracts, and most of our relief. works. 

I believe the people of Sultanabad are beginning to feel the pressure of 
want. They are very careful about cconomising their grain. he Hindus in 
Sonthal villages, and the Sonthals in the plains are the worst off, Many of 
the people who ought to һе pretty well off break their fast about 9 
o'clock in the morning with “ mar,” a kind of rice broth, eat a meal of 
mohwa flowers at noon, and have a scanty supper of boiled rice at night. 

Mr. Rowland came back yesterday from Kundahit, where he had been 
holding inquiries under the Land Improvement Rules. He reports that 
cholera has come in from the south, and that many deaths have occurred. 
The native doctor went there last night. The village hendmen are giving “ 
a good deal of work on tanks. The country is very badly off for water. The 
cultivation is described as scant, and the villages small and far between. 
The hillcountry stretches continuously for 100 miles from Sahebgunge to the 
Nowbil river, 15 miles south-west of Doomka; where it is broadest it contains 
the Burhait valley, which I have classed as flat. The hills are inhabited 
almost exclusively by Sonthals and Paharias. Bengalis and up-country men 
congregate in the Daman bazars. I consider the hills safe. 

“The rolling country is quite as extensive as the hillsand flat country 
together. It includes all Deogurh, Pabbia, part of Kundahit, Hendua, Souti: 
Godda, and Belpatta, outside the hills. This region had tolerably good crops, 
and is, I consider, out of danger.

1. Moorshedabad.—Supplies continue sufficient, and the prices of grains 
other than rice have somewhat fallen. Rice is, if anything, dearer than before, 
though a good deal is coming in by river from Eastern Bengal. Rain is much 
wanted for the early rice sowings, and the water-supply is failing. The condi- 
tion of the poorer classes has of course not improved; but minor relief works 
and charitable relief will, with the public roads, meet, it may be hoped ; all actual 
distress. Cholera and small-pox arc, the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to see, 
very prevalent, The number on relief works is 3,808, while 661 are in daily 
receipt of charitable relief, Since the narrative was printed the Collector has 
intimated that the rate paid by the Moorshedabad Municipality to laborers is 
lis, 2 (and not 2 annas) per 1,000 cubic feet. 


2. JDinagepore.— This district has benefited much by а recent rain- 
fall, which has done good to the boro dhan, and enabled the ryots to complete

ment rice bas been sold to the public in several places with good results.

The account given in the narrative of the working of the relief system 
on the roads and of the charitable relief administration is anything but satis- 
factory, and Mr. Robinson should give his attention to put things on a proper 
footing. 2,979 persons got relief at Government annochattras, and 6,902 at 
private institutions.

As reported in a 
former narrative, Mr. Finucane, the officer in charge, when the supply was 
found to be seriously deficient, at once opened the Government and 
sold to all comers, the immediate effect being to raise the price of rice in the 
market, but not to any marked degree; the improvement was only temporary for 
it soon fell again.

At one time there 
was a considerable run on the golahs at Patiram, and over 2,000 maunds were 
sold ip a short time. In Gungarampore the scarcity still continues, and rice 
is still sold in that circle to the publie; in fact the officer in charge fears that 
if the demand increases his allotment will not suffice Iam not, however, 
afraid of that, for I know that until the last few days, there was no rice stored 
in the neighbouring circle of Luskerhat, and purchasers € from thero to 
Gungarampore.

Distress has, T am sorry 
to say; broken out in an unexpected quarter, but not to an extent to cause 
any grave anxiety, Thana Beergunge has always been considered a part of 
the district where relief would not be wanted, for there was some crop of 
rice there, and the cultivation of tobacco and other cold-weather crops 
is extensively carried on. ‘hat rice was being taken out of that part of the 
coantry I knew, and as I passed through a portion of it not very long ago, 
without detecting any signs of distress, I was not prepared to hear a few days 
ago, that there was great distress in the portion bordering on Durwani thana in 
Rungpore. I sent out on officer to enquire, and from his report it appears tha: 
relief operations must be opened at once. The stocks of rice have been тойдо 
үс such an extent, that it is selling at Кв. 5 рег maund, and even uigher ; 
many of the villagers are very well off, but the unfortunate few whose ps 
failed, and those who hold no land, as the Háries, &c., are very badly off. Же 
deaths from starvation were reported to me; on enquiry it turns out that 
though these men did not actually die of starvation, but of sickness, still there 
jsno doubt their deaths were hastened by want of proper nourishment.

The distress appears to be acutely felt 
inthe vicinity of Khánsámá, a large mart on the Atrai, situated in the north- 
ast corner of Beergunge thana, With the Railway works at no great 
distance, I hoped that all in want of work would have gone there; the 
villagers, however, do not like to abandon the vicinity of their houses and

In framing general rules for 
the district, We will have to borrow largely from the rules laid down by 
Mr. Finucane for his own guidance, in checking the returns of laborers, and 
the work performed by them. A very large number of the laborers are 
employed in digging out and cleaning old tanks, thus making а pgymanent 
improvement in the water-supply of the district. The number of persons 
employed in the district amounts to some 1,00,000 persons; as separate 
returne are sent by the circle officers I need not give the number in detail,

There are по’ private supplies being brought into the district, and from 
the beginning there have been none, with the exception of rice brought in from 
Cooch Bebar which importation has now stopped. Internal agency for” 
distribution of rice there is plenty of, and by means of it the surplus stocks of 
one part have been taken to the markets of another. So completely has the work 
of distribution been performed, that rice is now selling at Thakoorgaon, 
Nowabgunge, and Chintamon, places where there was a fair crop, at Rs. 4 per 
maund, a price higher than it fetches in some few places in the distressed 
tract. Ihe holders of stocks in the favoured traet, are now holding back,’ 
and refuse to part with their stores, knowing that seed-grain will command its 
own price а month or so hence, when it is wanted for hemanta sowings. The 
sudden fluetuations in the market, noted in the earlier part of my report, seem 
to indicate that the supply is running short, what rice there is being taken 
to supply a reported deficiency in any particular’ locality. Different solu- 
tions of this straitened supply, are given by different officers; one officer 
thinks that the carts being taken by Government for transport purposes 
accounts for іт, but I know we have not used up all or nearly all the 
carts in the district, and the above gentleman's next neighbour reports, 
that carts пе to be had for the asking in any reasonable quantity, Another 
обсег deprecates sale of Government rice even to the laborers, as such 
sales tend to paralyse private trade, but in trath there is little private 
trade to paralyse, and it is difficult to understand how sales of rice, which 
do not amount to the total quantity consumed by the coolies, can find 
its way into the hands of the public; and further Ке know as a fact, that at 
Patiram considerable quantities were sold to the publie, and the only effect of 
the deficiency was to attract rice into the market in such quantities, that 
Mr. Fitucane was able to stop sales of Government rice. Prices are rising in 
qe direction, not because trade is paralysed, but because what local ageney 
hid is has distributed the surplus stock throughout the district, and such 
edd becoming exhausted. I shall, in the event of prices rising above 

or 8 seers per rupee in any place, have no hesitation in selling from Govern- 
ment stores to the public, feeling sure that at such rates, the holders of seed- 
grain will be tempted to part with their stocks for consumption by the people.

Some few sets have been sent, and have been distributed amongst the Officers: д 
many more, however, are wanted, but as they are not likely to arrive goon, 
I have igstructed the relief officers to make weights for themselves, taking 
those supplied to them as standards. When we get the rice weighed there 
will be a large deficiency, though where it has occurred will be quite impossible 
to ascertain, for the bags have never heen weighed, or the deficiency at 
different points in the route written off by the proper athority, ас соц, 
templated in the rules. That there will be а deficiency I am sure, and 
it will be large, if the results obtain by Baboo Hurimohan Charda at 
Gungarampore, are to be taken asa fair sample. At first this officer found 
time to weigh his consignments, and one batch of 4,121 bags, said to contain 
8,242 mounds, was found to contain actually only 7,423 maunds; the chalan 
was in fact 800 maunds short. Government rice is sold now at all thie works to 
laborers, and is now being sold to the publie in the town, the supply having 
become scanty, and prices having risen to about 8} seers per rupee, The rice 
is sold by respectable mahajuns, who have entered into an agreement to sell at 
12 seers per rupee, and not more than 3 seers to any one person, forfeiting 50 
“rupees for every time they are detected selling at over 12 seers; they are also 
to permit their sale books to be inspected by the grain officer that he may 
satisfy himself that what is taken from the golahs is actually disposed of, 


E.—Apvances. 


During the fortnight, only one application for an advance of Rs. 1,000 
has been made by Baboo Соогоо Prosad Mozoomdar. 1 have urged on all 
circle officers the duty of reminding zemindars of the liberal offer made by 
Government, to enable them to obtain the necessary funds to help their 
tenantry; the officers have done so, but none of those appealed to have been 
moved by the remonstrance: some say if they had known for certain that 
payment of Government dues would have been postponed for those who took 
advances, they would have done so; but that now they have incurred heavy 
debts to meet the demand they do not wish to incur further responsibilities: 
others again say they cannot afford to incur the debt, others that the ryots 
ean obtain loans from tiè mabajuns. I believe these are mere excuses, and 
that the zemindars are waiting to see if Government will not undertake the 
burden.

and ascertaining that the recipients are fit objects for charitable relief. I have 
authorised certain villagers being admitted as recipients of charitable relief, 
whoare not absolute paupers. There are some ryots who have patches of 
bora rice cultivation, who at the same time are very poor, and without the 
means of obtaining subsistence ; they cannot go to work on the roads, for the 
Ъога being an irrigated crop, requires their *onstant attention, and yet they 
have no present means of subsistence unless they pledge their growing crop to 
а mahajun, when they will have to pay heavy interest, and part with the crop 
at a sacrifice. A number of these men applied to the officer in charge of Gunga- 
rampore for advances, and he referred the matter to me. The officer reported 
that the men are really poor, and in want of help; andas it would be poor 
assistance to advance money now, to be repaid by taking the full value of the 
crop a couple of months hence, I have authorised the men being admitted 
for the present as paupers, and receiving their half веег of rice per day as 
subsistence allowance, until tho crop is gathered. То give an idea of the 
manner in which the system of charitable relief is worked, I append copies of 
extracts of a letter from Mr. Finucane, the officer in charge of Patiram, and 
of instructions issued by him to his relief inspectors. Mr. Finucane is 
managing an important circle with great tact and judgment, and is affording 
me most valuable assistance :— 
“In reply to your No. 736—S.R., dated April 11th, I have the honor 
to state that I consider that the arrangements made for affording relief in this 
circle are good, and through them І һоро to be able to administer it with 
efficiency. I think that no one unless determined to rush to death, can now 
die of hunger; while at the same time the agency at my disposal is sufficient 
to prevent deception and fraud. It would be trite to observe (whatever 
may be the ultimate issue), that were it not for the care and forethought with 
Which the present scarcity has been met, hundreds would have long since 
starved. 
* My circle is not too large, if I may consider it to extend no further than 
laid down in the map forwarded with your circular No, 85; but as you will see 
by another letter of this date, I am now giving charitable relief at Sujapore, a 
се 5 miles east of Chintamon police thana, and 12 miles east of the 
undary of the Patiram ‘thana, The zemindar of Sujapore reported that 
the people of that locality were much in need of such.,relief, and I have 
therefore been forwarding rice there, for distribution. E 

“Tt may be as well to give an outline of the way in which I propose to 
administer the circle, and would of course be thankful for any suggestion to 
modify or alter the plan proposed. I have divided the circle into six parts, 
Biving an inspector to each part. I have made the head-quarters of each 
inspector a centre of charitable relief; relief is distributed not by inspectors, but 
fle zemindars, naibs or other local agents under the supervision of the 
Inspector. The zemindars supply mohurirs and keep accounts. The inspector 
fends those in distress to the place of relief; sees that no one gets relief who 
_ Cau do without it, makes it a point to count the coolies and also looks after the 
__ аһв situate within his local jurisdiction. I append a copy of instructions 
translated for and explained to Ше inspectors."

relief is being given to all who are fit objects of relief. You will be a member 
of all relief committees in your circle, all persons to whom you give tickets 
for relief are to obtain it. You will also take from the books of the relief 
committees, lists of persons receiving relief and enquire into their condition, 
and if you find there are any receiving relief who are not fit objects, you 
will report the matter to the committee and to me, and recommend that such 
persons.be discharged. In short, you will be responsible that all who are in 
need of relief in your circle obtain it, and that none receive gratuitous relief 
who might have got on without it. You will, of course, take part in the 
meetings of the committees, as being not only а member but the member 
responsible for the state of your circle. — Your suggestions will receive every 
attention from те, and should from the commitees too. 

“3. You will visit the golahs in your circle (lists of which will be given 
you), you will take care that, unless I give an order to the contrary, rice is sold 
only to the cogliesyand that all rice taken by such moodies ог mohajuns as are 
authorised to sell rice, is sold by them before more is supplied. The utmost 
саге must be taken that Government rice із not kept in store by dealers but 
sold according as they buy it. You will watch carefully the sale of rice in the 
hats in your circle, reporting to me the price at which rice is sold, and stating 
whether the supply is sufficient, that is, whether rice is to be had by all who 
have money to buy. You аге to consider yourself as the Government officer 
responsible for your circle. You will report to me either in writing or per 
sonally, everything that comes to your notice regarding relief operations. More 
detailed instructions under each of the heads given will be given when 
necessary ; meantime you will work according to these now supplied.”

A.—SrarE or THE COUNTRY. 


In the first part of the fortnight prices rose considerably at several places 
in the district, and at some markets not more than 9 seers (80 tolahs weight) 
were procurable for the rupee. In шу last narrative I mentioned two places, 
Sahebgunge and Sooktigatcha on the Attrai river, where the price of food was 
high. Shortly after the prices rose in Bhundaikhara, and at one market in 
Tannore, and I was about to sell Government rice to laborers on public works, 
and to the public at Keshore hát and at other market places where the supply 
was short and the prices high, but prices fell again, and it was found to be 
unnecessary to bring Ше Government rice into the market. Arrangements, 
however, were made on the principal works, and circle officers have been 
authorised to indent on store-houses provided the price rises above Hs. 4 рег 
maund. The Commissioner has sanctioned sales at the following rotes; viz.— 
Burmah and other rice, with which is mixed a large percentage of paddy, at 
12 seers per rupee, and clean rice, at 10 seers per rupee. 


On the 6th and 7th instant there was rain in all parts of the district, and 
along the banks of the Ganges ; and for some distance along the banks of the 
Attrai and Goor, there was an exceedingly severe hail-storm.' In the Singrah 
thana the high wind and the hail did a great deal of damage; several houses 
were blown down, and several persons were killed. The tobacco crop in à 
small area in the Bhandaikhara Шапа suffered most. 


Although prices have improved at the few places where they were highest, 
still at the same time the prices have slightly risen where in the beginning of 
the fortnight rice was least dear; but nowhere is the price higher than Rs. 4 per

J will first allude to three private annochattras established by zemindars. 
Of'these two аге in the vicinity of Kasimpore, on the banks of the Jaboona, in 
the north-western corner of the Singra таса, The Deputy Collector was ordered 
py me to visit this part of the country, as the zemindars who had established 
these annochattras gave a very gloomly account of the state of the people 
living in the vicinity. From the Deputy Collector's report, it appears, first, 
that the accounts were much exaggerated 5 second, that the annochattra was 
not conducted on sound principles. Some who shouid have received food, 
complained that they were not served at the annochattra, This was 
brought to the notice of Ше zemindar, who is a member of the sub- 
committee for that quarter. The remaining private annochattra is in Bhundai- 
khara, and was established by a very liberal .zemindur named Harnath 
Rai Chowdhry of Doobalhattee. The sub-divisional olücer, Baboo Hurry 
Ха Chatterjee, visited this annochattra, and found upwards of 800 persons 
being fed there, of whom, he says sevei-eighths were able-bodied men, who were 
not at all fit objects for charitable relief. Не very properly brought this to the 
notice of the zemindar; but I fear that when once an aunochattra is started by 
а native, he will never allow any one to ђе refused, whether deserving 
or not. These private annochattras, I fear, will do harm, as they keep people 
away from work, and demoralise the whole population of the neigh- 
bourhood. Upwards of 5,000 were fed at this annochattra in опе week. 
As regards charitable relief administered by publie officers, 1 will take 
the four sub-divisions one by one. 





Beauleah sub-division—The sub-divisional officer reports as follows: 
“Distress is not widespread in this sub-division, though its effects are being 
gradually felt here and there, but there is no cause of anxiety. Government 
пее gud private charity no doubt would be sufficiert to meet any contin- 
gencies that may arise. The publie works in progress afford employment 
to the laboring classes; the digging and cleaning of tanks give employment 
toa large number of village people. About 10,000 men are daily employed 
in the silk filatures receiving from Rs, 3 to Rs. 6 per mensem ; Messrs. Watson, 
& бо, are now paying their men half in cash and half in grain, They give 19 
seers of rice for the rupee. In the course of another fortmight the relief- 
houses will be in full operation and on а more systematic plan.”

yately by zemindar: above stated, Subscriptions have been raised both 
by the sub-divisional and sub-committees. ‘Lhe committees have resolved 
to supply cotton and jute to people in want of light work, but по 
accounts have been received. The people are unwilling to work on the 
railway, they say, because they would have to neglect their fields if they did 
so. In the Chowgong circle, work has been provided on the road leading to 
Bogra. This is undoubtedly the worst part of the sub-division, and I have 
urged the Deputy Collector to provide more work here, and to open poor-houses 
where necessary. No account has been received of the number of persons fed, 
The number of persons employed on the road amounted only to 170 in the 
week. The condition of the people in the Kuruchmaria and Sahebeunce 
circles is reported to be good. An advance of Rs. 200 was made to the 
Kassimpore sub-committee who have expended Rs. 70-13. 

Northern Bhurrind sub-division.—Kunker is being collected at severaf 
places at 1 anna per cubic foot. In the north of this sub-division there is a 
good deal of jungle. Ihave asked the circle officer to clear it as much as 
possible; this will afford relief to the people and improve the country.

The supply of food-grain in the local markets, although equal to the demand, yet not 
so abundant as heretofore. Imports of paddy and rice from the eastern districts during the 
fortnight under report has fallen, ‘fhe importation of other grains into the local markets, 
the produce of the late rubbee-crops, such as wheat, barley, бе, is tolerably in abundance. 
Yot the price for rice has not fallen in any perceptible degree except at the district head- 
quarters, where it is selling at 11 seers of 80 tolabs weight. Prices are almost stationary 
since last fortnight.

The intense heat of the past few days has commenced 
drying up the * bara ” lands in some localities, and every reasonable means is being employed 
for irrigating them by cutting nallabs from the beels. 

The sowings of “bhadoi dhan” lands has commenced, and Mr. Reily reports that near! 
the whole of the winter crops of paddy in the Chanchal circle, and about 10 to 12 annas of 
^ bhadoi " have already been sown, and that their present condition is very promising, 

Condition of the District, 

The health of the district continues generally good; no severe outbreaks of Sickness 
are reported in any part of the district, nor have any cases of starvation been reported ; even 
however, with the comparatively cheaper prices for grains like wheat, barley, kalye, Бе. 
the poorer classes of people cannot but be considered badly off. » 

There was a fire in the English Bazar gola on the 18th instant, and grains like wheat, 
pulse, barley, Бе, were burnt to the amount of about five hundred rupees. This is likely to 
affect the prices to a certain extent for two or three days. 

Condition of any special tract, 

The daily increasing number of persons to whom cooked food is distributed at Chunchal 
and Gorezoribah, in spite of the strong caste prejudices of the people in these tracts, is a 
sign of increasing distress in these tracte.

Narrative of Scarcity and Relief in Rungpore District, fur the fortnight 
ending 18th April 1874. 


А.—Втате ор THE Country. 


_ Те main feature of the fortnight has been a general failure of the supplies 
in the markets throughout the district, and mainly all down the western border 
of the distriet from Durwani to Govindgunge. On Ше 9th instant, Гассощ-

The demand has now, I think, a tendency to fall off, 
Many of the people hesitate before they buy, and the market has come dows 
yesterday at Mahigunge, though the supply was not much more than half the 
usual quantity. The prices were 8} to 9} seers of 80 tolahs per rupee. 

Simultancously, at Peergunge, prices have risen to Bs. ба maund, and 
Mr. Damant was deliberating whether to open Government stores when T last 
heard from him. If the Government accede to my proposals for sale at 
Kallygunge, I anticipate fully that any deficieney of supply from the west 
border marts will be met by the importation of Government rice from that 
river-side depot. ў 

This failure of supply was not confined to Ше western borders it was 
general on both banks of the Teesta. In Borobari, it was attributed to a rise 
of price in Goalpara, and to the fact that the ryots were busily engaged in 
agricultural operations and could not supply the markets as usual. Along the 
Teesta, too, the winds had delayed the arrival of the usual boat-supply ; but the 
latest reports from all these places shew a renewal of supply and falling prices, 
At Kallygunge the price is declared from Rs. 4-4 to 5-4 рег maund. 

The cause of the rise of prices along the western border remains 
to be dealt with. The Dinagepore stocks, from which comes our import- 
ation, must be getting low, and the spring crops are everywhere flourish. 
ing, so that it appears to me that the merchants at the larger marts, and 
the smaller baparies everywhere, are making an effort to raise prices, in 
order to sell off their stocks at a good profit before the influx of the new rice 
shall permanently reduce the price. At the same time the people are actively 
engaged in agricultural operations, and petty trade is consequently less well 
maintained. An impression is abroad among the native residents here that 
the Government transport arrangements have had a tendency to paralyse the 
trade, and a bald record of this vague surmise unfortunately found its woy in 
the weekly crop-report sent up in my absence. I have specially reported on 
this subject, and expressed my dissent from this view i» toto, and the Relief 
Commissioner coincides with me in this opinion. Market quotations are as

oter and Bengali rivers. On the western side of Peergunge avd Govindgunge 
the supplies are very small, and may fail at any moment. In Kamdya hata 
yery small supply only is brought, which would be utterly insufficient, but 
that more than half the people in the neighbourhopd are working on the roads 
and buy their rice from Government stores. Prices are very high on the 
western side, varying from Rs. 4-2 to Rs. 5 рег maund of $0 toiahs. We 
have had several storms of rain and hail, one of them very heavy; the 
total rainfall could not have been much less than 6 inches, ‘The rain has 
been very beneficial both in bringing on Ше aous and in enabling the kheyar 
lands to be ploughed up; it has also alleviated the scarcity of water 
which formerly prevailed. No deaths from staryation occurred, although some 
cases of great distress have been discovered; one in faet was found lying 
by the road side in Sadullapore, and taken care of, Cholera has broken out 
among the cartmen, and seven deaths have occurred; the transport of rice has 
been sowewhat delayed in consequence; pack-bullocks have been engaged 
locally and the more remote golahs are being filled asrapidy as possible. Rice 
is being sold to most of the persons working on the roads; they are very glad to 
get it, and prefer the Burmah rice, which they say is more satisfying than the 
common rice of Bengal. Steps are being taken to organise rice-husking in 
connection with each golah, in order to give employment to women and to clean 
the Saigon rice. The system of making advances to laborers as proposed by 
Mr. Lowis and sanctioned by Sir Richard Temple, has been introduced and 
will probably. work well; great numbers of women and children are now work- 
ing on the roads, and will do very well for the present, but no measure has yet 
been proposed for the relief of this class of people when the rains fairly set in, 
and it will be impossible for them to remain on the works. 

“ We may expect to get а little new rice in a month and a considerable 
portion in two months; the distress in Sadullapore, the greater part of Peer- 
gunge, and the portion of Govindgunge west of the Kurotoya will then be 
nearly at an end ; but in certain parts of Peergunge, and the portion west of the 
Kurotoya no crop can be expected before the middle of September, and this will 
be very little, so that relief measures must probably be maintained in those 
tracts till the end of the year. The distress in the neigbourhood of Kamdya, 
Mallapara, Aligan, and Rajahar is very severe, and most of the people there 
are entirely dependent on the relief works. About 7,000 people out of a popula- 
tion of 15,000 supposed to be suffering from the most severe distress, are daily 
working on the roads, and the numbers are still increasing; the mandals and 
headmen of the villages have been utilised as dafadars; great difficulty was at 
first experienced in paying the coolies, but they are now paid village by village 
through their headmen, во that-the labor has been greatly lessened. Three 
tanks are penne excavated and several useful roads constructed ; their utility 
would be greatly enhanced could proper bridges be constructed, but as I have 
no materials at hand except whatever trees can be cut in the neighbouring 
Jungles, the only bridges I can erect will be of a very rough description.

The, District Superintendent 
of Police left yesterday to ‘enquire into the matter, and with full authority to 
organise all that is necessary in the way of relief; 5,000 maunds of rice aro 
stored at the thana. It is probable T shall need an experienced officer to take 
up this thana and Kumargunge. Of Borrobaree the following précis is mado 
by the Joint-Magistrate :— 

* In Borrobaree, north-east, in the first week of the narrative the condition 
of the people remained as last reported, if anything slightly better. The eople 
refuse to take anyeftiad-work but clamour for advances. The supplies in the 
markets are more than sufficient ; health continues good, and the rond-works are 
largely deserted, as the men have been called to their fields for weeding work. 
Cotton relief is popular in the neighbourhood, and much charitable relief is 
being given besides." There is only one annachattra there, with a daily average 
of 46 persons, almost entirely of the beggar class; many known village idlers 
came to the chattra to eat, but they were required to work and they withdrew. 
There were two other private chattras in that circle where 80 persons of the 
same class are fed daily. Some 12 people, invalids, have been relieved at home 
by advances of grain on the ticket system. Later reports came of ап insuffici- 
eney of grain in the markets and of great dearness, It was attributed to an 
alleged rise of prices in Goalparab, and to the fact that the ryots who supply the 
hát by petty trade are now busy weeding. Another private chattra has been 
established, and works were selected and ready to be opened for any probable 
increase of people requiring relief. Government grain was being rapidly 
stored at Nulaghat, and the subsidiary golahs at Baroobaree and Kawnia were 
to be supplied within a few days.” 























B.—Revier Works. 


In Gopalpore about 400 men are daily employed on five roads. They 
come from Batason pergunnah and Nisbetgunge, and do not belong to the 
villages in the neighbourhood of the roads under repair. Two roads are kept 
in reserve should there be an ассевв of numbers for employment when the 
weeding is over ; supplies of Government grain are kept in store along the roads 
for sale to the laborers, Тһе majority of the laborers are found to be hoarding 
the greater part of their earnings, in some cases six annas a day, and manage to 
provide their daily food with very little ostensible means of subsistence; all of 
them are in goodcondition.

Mr. Blair reports— 

« Owing to an outbreak of cholera amongst the cartmen, the transport of 
ioe by carts has to а great extent been stopped during the latter half of the 
fortnight, a ene having seized the men many of whom have absconded. 

«The disease now, however, appears to have abated a little and the mer. 
are regaining confidence, and are not bolting in the wholesale manner in which 
they did at first. The transport of rice to Govindgunge, on which route the 
cholera first made its appearance and is worst, has been wholly suspended for 
the present, and the carts are now being sent chiefly to Pecrgunge and Meeta 

кат; there are now about 300 carts in actual work. The hot weather is also 
telling upon tke bullocks, several of which have to be let off after cack trip. 
About 80 pack-bullocks have also been engaged in саттуше rice to Molung, 
and the transport of rice by boats is proceeding vigorously. Attempts are also 
being made to obtain carts from the other side of the river, about which there 
it to be no difficulty if the authorities there assist.” 

I have applied to the Collector of Mymensingh for 1,000 carts, and hope tc 
get some from him. When the cholera broke out at Kallygunge, Mr. Dlair 
Тай nearly 900 carts in employ, but numbers fled or had to be let go when this 
scourge appeared. Since this, over 200 have arrived from my colle 
in the north, but the men refuse to go at present to Kallygunge, а 
employing them in bringing on rice here for our daily sales, and shall, when the 
reserve here is sufficiently supplied, fill up the Molung inside golahs from this 
end, until all fear of the cholera is at an end; a native doctor and compounder 
have been sent down to Kallygunge to treat the patients. 

The time allowed for landing rice does not appear to be sufficient. Two 
tills, aggregating Rs. 1,750, were received in the course of week for demurrage 
for detention of steamers 31 days, at the rate of Hs. 500 a day. 

The balance of the three lakhs of grain is coming in by steamer and country- 
boats at such a rate, that it has to be stacked on the river-bank, and protected 
with mats for the present ; the advices for one week were—

F.—OCnamrTABLE RELIEF. 


Several new private annochattras and some publie annachattras have been 
opened in the district in the last fortnight. At the private annachattras relief 
is given very indiscriminately. Very little criterion from the approximate 
figures sont in can be formed as to the severity of distress, as practically all 
who choose to sit down among the rows on the grass, receive as much 
asthey want. Many also carry the cooked rice home. All well know the 
different hours of: feeding at the annochuttras which are only a few miles apart, 
and the dietary at each, and as the feeding lasts a long time, many get from one 
tothe other and secure food at both places. 1615 not desirable at present to 
interfere with these arrangements, except in notably flagrant casos of abuse. 
Those who have private annachattras are directed to exercise moderate discri- 
mination or in case of their wishing to supply their relief-stocks by purchase from 
Government golahs, the rates will be higher than where the chattras show pro- 
per management. Relief by distribution of grain at the rate of half a seer of 
tice a day from private relief centres, to persons registered after inquiry as proper 
to obtain assistance, is being generally adopted among the zemindars who are 
rally in earnest for the good of their ryots, and this mode of giving assistance 
is most acceptable and easily freed from abuse. , 


The beggar class object much to potatoes aspart of thecooked-food, saying— 
“if we have to take your charity, let it be of the best, all rice and no potatoes ;” 
yet almost all people use potatoes, and some very coarse aous as a part 
substitute for rice, and to vary their diet. In Rungpore, at the private relief- 
houses to secure attendance, only cooked rice and “dâl” and “ tarkary” are 
ven, and the poor people desert the public annachattras, in a great measure 
or the private one.

6. These are progressing and are at present sufficient to meet demands, 
There is no unmanageable demand for work just yet.

The Magistrate of Rajshahye has 
sufficient supplies to open sales to his laborers, where there is the greatest 
demands for work and some difficulty in procuring supplies, this will relieve 
the liauts in the immediate neighbourhood.

Tt is clear from the Collector's report 
that if great exertions had not been made in this distriet by the provision of 
timely relief works and charitable relief, there would have been considerable 
distress. ‘The Collector mentions one unfortunate case of а chowkeedar who 
committed suicide owing to his inability to provide food for his wife and five 
children ; but if it is considered how inadequate a chowkeedar's means are, in 
the best of times and under the most favorable circumstances, to enable him 
to support. a wife and five children, this сап hardly be taken as evidence of 
extreme distress, although the poor chowkeedars аѕ а class, with their petty 
holdings of chakran lands, and with their miscellaneous sources of income 
reduced under the general pressure of the hard times, are doubtless great 
"ers. 
nis On the other hand, the Colleetor shows that there is a necessity of 
employing а real test of distress in the form of work, as, what he calls, “the 
light labor gang of women and children” at the sudder station was reduced 
from 1,300 to 150 on the application of real task-work, and the Collector 
describes them as “ап idle gang of gossiping impostors,” which I fear was true 
from what I have heard from other sources. 

7. The conduct of Baboo Ram Rungun Chuckerbutty, the zemindar of 
litumpore, is again favorably noticed by the Collector, although no parti- 
culars are given of the form which his local charity is taking. I propose to 
instruct the Collector to send his stock of country cloth made from advances 
to weavers for sale in Calcutta at the best price procurable there, if the central 
relief committee will organise any agency for the purpose, as this seems to 
be the best plan of disposing of it, instead of underselling the local markets. 

8. Hovghly.—The report on the condition of Hooghly is satisfactory. 
‘There has been a fall in the price of rice, and the Collector states that there is 
employment for all who want work. The total number of laborers employed on 
public and private works is 11,532 ugainst 12,808 shown in the last fortnight ; 
but the attempt to show the number of persons on private works is fallacious, 
and I think should be discontinued. In charitable relief, the figures of the 
two fortnights, when compared, show a slight reduction in the number of men

of these doaths, and shall submit а special report on the subject, as well as on 
the two alleged deaths by suicide to avoid starvation, reported to the Cutwa 
sub-division. 

13. At the same time it must be admitted that relief works and charity. 
ble relief nre being carried out on an active and extensive scale in the Burdwan 
district. The application for a further grant of Rs. 50,000 for relief works 
was submitted to Government on 17th instant, the date on which it was 
received from thé Collector, and the Collector hus been authorised to advance 
any funds that are needed from his treasury in anticipation of the arrival of 
the sanction of Government. There is therefore no ground for the Collector's 
anxiety on the subject of want of funds for public relief works. 

14. The attention of Government is requested to the remarks of the 
Raneegunge sub-divisional officer, quoted in paragraph 4 of the Collector's 
report under head “ C"— Transport of food, regarding the detention of large 
invoices of sait at Howrah owing to the necessities of the grain traffic. A 
topic of this importance should have been at once specially reported by the 
Collector, instead of being kept for the fortnightly narrative, and I trust that 
immediate orders may be issued on it. 

15. Statement No. 1, shows the average daily number of laborers 
employed on public relief works аз 11,869. І am unable to compare this with 
the figures of the statement of the previous fortnight, as the figures in the 
printed copy sent to me by Government in lieu of the original manuscript are 
rather perplexing. 

16. In statement No. 8 the number of recipients of daily charitable 
relief is returned as 13,370 of whom 2,900 are relieved at the expense of the 
Maharajah of Burdwan. In the previous fortnight the total daily number 
was returned at 9,137, of whom 2,150 were fed in the Maharajah’s depots.

„До go to Pratappore or Shahpore charitable dispensary, I should therefore be the first person 
to recommend the appointment of at least four native doctorgwho will visit the above villages 
at least three days in a week, and who will distribute medicine gratuitously, Unless this be 
done in concurrence with the gratnitous’ distribution of cooked food among the famine and 
fever-stricken population, no good is expected to result by the latter undertaking alone. But if 
koth the schemes be regularly and smoothly worked ont at the same time for at least three

The fortnightly report from the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore on the districts of 
his division, for the period ending 11th April 1874. 

1. The abundance of the mohwa егор and its effect for good on the condi- 

tion of the people has been the main topic of all the Chota Nagpore reports 
1 for the last week or two. When this supply is exhausted, however, there are 
го many indications that prices must again rise. 

2. In Hazareebagh the additional relief works considered necessary 
have been sanetioned, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes a careful watch will 
be kept on the doubtful tracts, Аз regards Mr. Beadon's proposal to import 
seed-grain, orders have already been ziven that full enquiry should be made as 
to the necessity of this before any general operation of the kind is undertaken, 

га In all other districts up to date seed-grain has been forthcoming as required, 

3. The improved condition of Palamow is very satisfactory. Private trade 
has revived, and the mohwa crop brought a most opportune supply of food. 
Only in Jupla and Belounja, and one or two other small tracts, is there a deficit 
expected. The Commissioner asks for authority to indent on Dehree for 
another 10,000 maunds of rice on account of these pergunnahs, and this is 
sanctioned. Notwithstanding the improvement in the general condition of the 
people, the numbers on relief works have increased to 8,868. The number 
receiving charitable relief is as yet small. The account given of the impoverished 
Mahomedan families of Huseinabad is very melancholy. It is hoped that 
Colonel Dalton may be able to devise some way of permanently’ alleviating 
their condition. 

4. Separate orders have been passed on the Manbhoom report. The 
Commissioner's paragraph 21 would seem to imply that the system of manag- 
ing relief works through contractors had been done away with. The Liente- 
nant-Governor did not certainly gather this from Colonel Rowlatt’s own report. 
He would wish to know exactly how the fact is. There is a great want of | 
preciseness in the Manbhoom returns of numbers. The allotment of grain to 
this district is being increased. h 

5. The condition of Singbhoom is apparently satisfactory. There is no 
distress, and the employment found for the people has been sufficient,

There are now no longer 
doubts or fears on the subject; for a time, wherever there are mohwa trees, 
there is cheap food in abundance, 


2. The probable duration of this supply, which really seems to have come 
as providentially as the manna in the wilderness, is variously estimated at 
{гош one month to threo. ће lowest estimate is from Manbhoom. The 
eastern portion of that district, about Rughoonathpore, has few mohwa trees, 
gud where the supply is more plentiful, the estimated yield of about twelve- 
sixteenths of a full crop will not, according to Colonel Rowlatt's calculation, 
ive food to the people beyond the 15th proximo, In Pergunnah Tori of the 
Chota Nagpore zemindaree, where the supply of food-grain was very short, the 
mohwa wil furnish a large proportion of the food of the people for nearly 
three months; in Palamow, Hazareebagh and Singbhoom, it will help greatly 
for two. 


3. Except in Manbhoom, where the Bengali traders have evinced a 
disposition to hold back their stocks of rice, or to export rather than make the 
ordinary advances to ryots who, it is said, had not paid them for two years, and 
in one or two isolated places in Hazareebagh, the markets have been fairly 
sapplied'in the usual way. Prices have remained steady in the importing 
districts, and parts of districts, but have risen in the exporting tracts, and as 
this is no doubt owing to an impression that the stocks in the best producing 
districts of Chota Nagpore have been drained of the bulk of their surplus, we 
must expect higher prices in the importing tracts, when tho mohwa is 
exhausted. 


4. No bad cases of distress have been brought to notice since last report, 
and in regard to deaths, referred to in paragrah 23 of that despatch, it has now 
been determined beyond doubt, that what I then stated on the authority of the 
шат of Jherria was quite true. The cry was raised to attract attention and 
draw relief measures nearer to the doors of the people from whom it emanated.

S. Local sub-committees have been organised, but, as yet, they haya 
had little to do. Very few beggars even have collected, from whieh it must be 
assumed that the ordinary springs of charity have not yet failed. Mr, Beadon 
notices amongst the most pressing wants, a supply of seed.grain. І have not 
heard of this elsewhere, and I think the late Lieutenant-Governor was quite 
right in regarding such a deficiency as entirely abnormal. He proposes to 
make purchases from the money which he hopes to receive from the invest. 
ments of the Ramgurh estate, but оп that subject the High Court have not 
yet spoken. I have asked Mr. Beadon if he really has found that the people 
to any great extent nre in want of seed. It would ordinarily indicate of much 
greater destitution than has yet been reported from Hazareebagh, 

9. The letter from the Pachumba officer appended to Mr. Beadon’s report 
gives an unfavorable account of the condition of the people in some of the 
villages recently visited. Several of the poorer classes had “an under-fed, pinched 
look,” and they appeared to have little grain in their houses. The mohwa 
was only commencing when this was written, but there are not many fruit trees 
in that part of Khurakdiah, and no doubt the poor of the sub-division will 
reqnire assistance for some time. Mr. Camp! eli proposes, as an additional 
work, a road running north to Chakai, and Mr. Beadon is in communication 
with Colonel Rowlatt, regarding the continuation from the Burrakur, of the 
road from Govindpore through Toondi to Giridih. I approve of both these 
works. 

10. Мг. Веадоп has deputed Mr. MacArthy, the recently appointed 
relief officer, to the Grand Trunk Road, and given him ample and well 
considered instructions for his guidance. Captain Preston, of the 33rd Madras

13. In his narrative for the period ending 21st March, Mr. Forbes gave 
avery unfavorable report on the condition of the people of Palamow, T had 
information which enabled me to give а better account of them in my report 
for the period ending 31st ultimo. Mr. Forbes’ present narrative shows that 
the condition of the people has materially altered for the better ; but he repeats 
that many who might be at once relieved if they came to the roads, had 
frequently to goa day without a meal, yet preferred sitting idle and hungry. 
‘These people, however, the mohwa has relieved, at any rate for the present. Р 

M. т. Forbes having himself gone to Hosenabad, found that the 
account of the impoverished ladies there had not been exaggerated. They are 
said to be descendants of the former Newabs of Jupla; perhaps if their cir- 
cumstances were made known, a special subscription might be got up for them 
by their co-religionists. He also noticed amongst the blind, maimed, halt and. 
aged persons receiving relief, several Mahomedans reported to be of good family. 
Jupla is a recent addition to this jurisdiction, and I have no personal know- 
jedge of the distressed old families it contains, but I will endeavour to become 
acquainted with them and report the result. 

15. The number of persons employed on the relief works was, according 
to the latest information, 8,868, the largest number on the Behar and Ontaree 
roads. Lieutenant L. Henry Grey is now working as a relief officer in that 
direction, Writing on the 6th instant, he describes the people employed as not, 
asarule,in poor condition; and it would appear that there are but а small 
number of people in that part of Palamow who were considered fit objects for 
charitable relief, only 57 having been found by the sub-committee in and about 
Ontaree. 

16. An elaquadar named Udaynath of Mokoondpore in Belonujah had 
reported to Mr. Forbes that some of his ryots were getting а meal only once 
in four or five days, and Lieutenant Grey went to the village to enquire. Не 
could not find one man who had been even one day without a meal; but they 
said they had no resources to fall back on when the mohwa was exhausted. 
At present we have only one road projected for Belonujah : Lieutenant Grey 
Proposes another on which I have called for a report. 
17. The prices were found high in Belonujah, 10} seers for the rupee. 
Mr. Forbes now states that—* on the whole, the condition of the laborer is good ; 
all persons physically incapable of working have been made over to the relief 
Committees ;” but apparently the relief committee have not received more than 
250. “There have Boon no complaints as yet from the laborers that they 
cannot get food, though they complain bitterly of high prices." 
18. On the whole, I am of opinion that the Palamow arrangements have 
not broken down in any respect. There has apparently been delay in storing 
the rice in the various golahs agreed upon, but the work is being done, and as 
it does not appear that it has as yet been necessary to break in upon these 
we have the whole in reserve.

ing from the number of people who avail themselves of the relief works open 
to them in all directions, the proportion of distressed people to population is 
less in Manbhoom than in Palamow. The tract reported as distressed, ог at 
least in which relief measures are deemed necessary and relief committees 
are working, includes all that portion of Manbhoom which lies between 
the Burrakur and Damoodur rivers, and south of the Damoodur the eastern 
half down to the Purulia and Bankoora road, and including Pergunnah Bagda, 
south of that road; so that in this direction it touches the Kasai. In this 
portion of the district the average price of common rice is a trifle less than 
1 rupee for 12 seers ; in the remainaer the average is 16 seers fora rupee, Asin 
other districts, the pressure on the people has been greatly alleviated by the 
= bountiful mohwa crop, but it unfortunately happens that mohwa trees are 
+ not so abundant in the northern and eastern pergunnahs as in the south and 
west. 

21. The relief works specified in Colonel Rowlatt’s last report, consist of 
thirteen roads, all useful works; and it is clear we are getting very fair work 
from the people employed, as the day-labor is found to be very little above the 
cost of the task-work, and cheaper than the work done by contractors. The 
number of laborers employed on 252 miles of road were shewn in the report 
of the 6th at 6,444; but the returns were not complete, and Colonel Rowlatt 
informs me that the actual number cannot be less than 12,000, and ail are 
represented to be in fair condition. 

22. On some roads the number of women employed greatly exceeds the 
men. Iam informed that the males of the Baori tribe, who carry palkis, have 
taken into their heads that it is derogatory to their dignity to carry.anything 
else, or to dig. 16 has been noticed that for some years this curious notion 
has been on Ше increase amongst them. They send out their women with 
travellers as coolies, but will not go themselves. I have requested Colonel 
Rowlatt to insist on a fair proportion of Baori males being employed. The 
works must suffer if there are too many females. The present cost of.labor 
on roads in Manbhoom, is at the rate of about Rs. 10,000 а month. 

23. Since the date of Colonel Rowlatt’s report, I have sanctioned two 
new road-works; one from Govindpore to Cheliama, a new line by which 
the existing road between Govindpore and Purulia will be greatly, shortened; 
the other from Manbazar to Bankoora, which having been included in Ше 
road project map, has already received the sanction of Government. _ It is 
intended to continue it thr:ugh Burahbazar till it joins the Purulia and 
Chybassa road, and it will be, or in fact is, the route by which all the 
Singhbhoom and Bankoora or Bishenpore trade is carried on. 

24. Besides the road-work, a large number of people have been employed 
under the Land Improvement Act. Their numbers are not given, Бий аз 
advances amounting to Rs. 53,000 have been made for 228 tanks or reservoirs, 
and it is represented that most of the works are approaching completion, à 
large number of people must thus have obtained relief, From what Colonel 
Rowlatt says on the subject, there is reason to apprehend that most of these 
works will be completed long before the necessity of employment ceases. .

97. In reporting this to Government, I said I had approved of it asa 
prompt attention to an urgent requisition, though I knew it was not in con- 
sonance With the instructions we had received ; and I would myself have preferred 
cash advances, but there was а difficulty in this case as no zemindar or talookdar 
came forward, and Colonel Rowlatt did not clearly see what other course to 
take; but 1 am glad to learn from him that advances are being pretty freely 
taken by proprietors to be lent to ryots on the terms and conditions sanctioned 
in Government orders No. 1799—S.R., of the 25th March last. 

98. Singbhoom.—In a letter dated 8th instant, Captain Garbett informs 
me that the mowah in the Kolhan has produced lavishly ; and other jungle 
fruits and roots which the inhabitants of the Kolhan use and relish as food 
have been equally abundant. The Mankis made arrangements by which all 
who worked on reservoirs or roads were paid in rice, and as there bas been 
sufficient employment there has been no distress. Several of the reservoirs 
have been completed. and by the time the rains set in he does not think 
there will be more than two or three left unfinished. Не is generally very 
well satisfied with the work done. 

29. We have had some correspondence about Sarunda, which is а very 
wild hill tract, sparsely inhabited to the south of the Kolhan, The country 
is unsuited for cheap road-making, and Captain Garbett wishes to help the 
Sarunda Kols, whose stock of rice is at а low ebb, by employing them іп con- 
structing a tank or reservoir where there is a favourable site, and paying the 
work-people in rice. Не has already stored there Rs. 1,000 worth of rice. I 
have approved in anticipation of sanction of Government, for which I have yet 
to apply on receipt of some further information.

‘These consist of gram, mussoor, wheat, barley, and peas; no large stocks are offered for sale, 
there being none to offer, I expect, however, that when the Shahabad rubbee has been fully.

aratively small number on the roads is now accounted for, by the fact that 
jhroughout this district the roads are being made under the contract system ; 
and Colonel Rowlatt, remarking that this system is in many respects not 
woll adapted to relief operations, says if he could do away away with it, the 
numbers seeking employment would immediately increase from 7,000 to 15 
or 20,000. ‘The precise import of the term “ contract system” is not stated; but 
the Lieutenant-Governor believes the meaning to be this, that a laborer 
yeceives payment at a rate determined before-hand for the work done as ascer- 
tained by measurement. This arrangement is well-known by the term © piece- 
work.” 

3. The Government has certainly hitherto always gathered from Colonel 
Rowlatt’s narratives, that work was provided in Manbhoom in sufficient quantity 
for all the laboring class requiring relief ; and that they were in fact being so 
relieved. If the Deputy Commissioner’s present statement is intended to convey 
that there are from 8,000 to 14,000 people who have, while requiring relief, been 
excluded from it by the system in force, the Lieutenant-Governor must point 
out that Colonel Rowlatt is responsible to provide relief instantly for all who 
really need it, according to the best system which he can adopt under the circums- 
tances, be it piece-work, or daily wage, or other method. It appears that the 
Deputy Commissioner did ask at various times that his professional staff might be 
strengthened; but looking to the small numbers apparently seeking work in 
Manbhoom as compared with other districts; to the fact that elsewhere there 
was а much more pressing demand, and to the general tenor of the Deputy 
Commissioner's reports as to the sufficiency of the relief provided, the Govern- 
ment believed that with a proper use of local agency, sufficiently satis- 
factory results would be obtained. The Public Works Department will now 
be requested to send more assistance to Manbhoom at once, and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor trusts that Colonel Dalton will see that sufficient work is 
provided in every quarter where required, for those who can execute piece- 
work, upon the public roads and village tanks ; and for those who are physically 
incapable, upon such minor roads or village works as may be found practicable. 


4, The Deputy Commissioner has full discretion to employ оп daily wages 
all those who may be urgently needing relief, yet he must understand that the 
method is found very difficult in respect of supervision, if the number of 
laborers is large, and is liable to many abuses. Every effort should be therefore 
exerted to induee people to accept piece-work; and the terms of the piece- 
work should be fixed with fair liberality, and with due regard to all the circum- 
stances of the case, so that the people may see that it is to their interest to take 
the terms, But at first it may happen that ignorant and destitute villagers 
181 to comprehend the terms; and such persons are not to be rejected merely 
because they ask for work on daily wages and declare themselves unable to do 
Piece-work.

A.—SrATE ОР THE COUNTRY. 


I have not much to add to what I stated in the last narrative under this 
heading. The plentiful supply of mohwa, which is still falling, has brought 
great rclief in those parts of the district where the trees are numerous; it is 
being bartered at the rate of 3 seers for 1 seer of rice ; it usually sells at this time 
of year at 5 maunds per rupee, but on account of the great scarcity of other 
food only 22 maunds are now procurable. It is being dried and stored, but is 
being much more largely consumed than usual by the poorer classes, and the 
respectable classes who do not commonly eat mohwa, are also now consuming 
it. Had it not been for this very timely supply of food, great distress, if not 
actual starvation, would ere this have taken place. The spring crop of Jac is 
also just being gathered, whlch will bring food to those who cultivate it, 
This crop is but small compared with that which is gathered in October. It 
is being exchanged at the rate of 1 seer for З seers of rice; noarly all classes 


engage in its cultivation. 

In spite, however, of the falling of the mohwa, and gathering in of tho lac 
crop, distress is reported to be still on the increase in all the distressed part of 
the district; the people have commenced consuming their seed paddy. his is 
reported from Mohal and Mourah pergunnahs by the district superintendent | 
of police; from Govindpore by the extra-assistant Commissioner in charge | 
of the sub-division, and by the Dewan of the Pandra Rani, who assured mọ | 
when at Burrakar on the 16th instant, that such was unquestiona ho case — 
in that pergunnah.

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From the above it will be seen, that prices have remained pretty stationary 
except at Jhalda and Purulia, where a rise has taken, place. 

The price of wheat and barley is also quoted in the price-currents, but 
there is little or no demand for these grains ;if there was, the supplies being 
very small, they would be exhausted in a few days. 

The only crop on the ground is sugarcane, which has been lately planted 
out This is suffering from want of moisture, as the reservoirs and tanks now 
contain very little water, and in many villages will be soon quite dried up. 
Great complaints are made in all parts of the district of the want of sufficient 
drinking water, and during the next two months great distress and difficulty 
will be experienced both by the people and cattle on this account. Wells are 
being dug all along the roads now being carried on as relief works ; and if the 
villagers would take the trouble to do so too, the difficulty would be got over, 
but they apparently prefer drinking the most filthy slush, instead of digging 
wells for themselves, although they know full well that sickness must ensue 
from drinking bad water. 

In addition to the beggar class, and those reported to be suffering in the 
last narrative, distress is reported in several villages in the eastern part of 
Khashpel pergunnah ; the district superintendent of police writes:—“ 16 
sonthals come in from the village of Ktwabila іп Khaspail pergunnah, saying 
that unless some help was given them they would die ;they were in a most 
emaciated state. From enquiries I have made of people from the neighbour- 
‘ood, it appears that there are five or six villages near or about Purroorroo in 
Tay great want. Tt appears to me that there is much more distress hore and 
_ there than we ever imagined, and that it only comes to light when the*people 
are on the point of starvation.” Captain Samuells is now on the spot, and 
has been given to these villages by money, which w:s at once despatched

t C.—TRANSPORT OF FOOD. 

No difficulty has yet been met with in procuring a sufficiency of carriage 
for the transport of the Government grain, and none is expected to occur. 
The causeway across the Damooda river is now nearly completed, and will not 
cost more than Rs. 600; when used, the cost of grain from Burrakur to Roghu- 
oer npore vill be reduced 1 pice per maund, so that if we have to convey there 

ју 38,400 maunds, this causeway will have covered its own cost, and for every 
не d crossed over above that quantity, a positive saving will take place. 

Food is still being brought up from the south of the district and Singh- 
boom, but none appears to reach the norther pergunnahs; some is still being 
exported to Hazareebagh, and vid Burrakar, to the distressed districts in Behar 
and uorth Bengal, and little or попе is being imported by private traders from 
the east, a8 during March only 127 carts, and in April, up to 15tb, only 25 carts 
laden with grain had passed over the Burrakur Bridge going westward, 


D.—Srorace or GOVERNMENT GRAIN. 


“All the Government grain amounting to nearly 20,000 maunds, except 154 
bags, has been despatched from Burrakur to Govindpore, Nirsha, and Raghu- 
nathpore, and there stored. Grain has also been purchased privately and stored 
at Puralia and Manbazar for the use of the relief committces; 1,000 maunds 
of Government rice was sent to Poddordih in pergunnah Pandra, which is now 
being used by the sub-committee there, and some has also been sent from 
Govindpore for the use of the sub-committees at Jheria aud elsewhere. 
1,000 maunds has also been sent out to pergunnahs Mohal and Maura for 
lending out to the cultivators, who were reported to be in great distress and 
consuming their seed paddy. Up to the 18th instant only 103 maunds had 
been distributed. Orders have been issued that all empty bags are to be 
returned into store. A 

Regarding the sufficiency of stocks for Government purposes, this has 
been reported on specially, and a further supply of 1,25,000 asked for, making, 
with the 25,000 maunds already allotted to this district, 1,50,000. This has 
been granted, and orders issued by the Government for 3,000 maunds being 
sent up daily to Burrakur for this district. It is estimated that out of the 
3,46,397 persons inhabiting the eighteen distressed pergunnahs, 1,00,000 are 
laborers without lands, to whom loans could not be made with any chance of 
their being paid for, and that out of the remainder who are cultivators, one- 
half may possibly be able to provide for themselves without Government aid. 
This leaves in round numbers 1,25,000 or about 36 per cent. who will require

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The zemindars and talookdars to whom advances have been made fop 
importing rice, will, I believe, apply the money to the purpose for which it was 
advanced; but I am doubtful whether such will be done by all those wh, 
represented themselves to be traders and respectable characters. І found that 
a very large number of persons were coming forward for loans on the pretence 
of importing grain, who had no intention of doing more with the money than 
support themselves, I have therefore been obliged to refuse most of such 
applications, and confine these advances to known traders, Had I complied with 
all such requests, I should have been overwhelmed with applications from the 
needy respectable classes, who would only have been too glad to obtain Govern. 
ment loans at 6 per cent. interest, to pay their debts and feed themselves, but 
it would have been hopeless to expect payment. 

The zemindars and talookdars have not come forward in any numbers to 
apply for loans to assist their ryots; only five have applied. They know it 
would be difficult to recover the loans made by them, and are therefore not 
willing to take the responsibility of accepting such advances. 

The tuccavi advances have, on the whole I consider been a great success; 
they have been the means of giving employment at a very critical time toa 
large number of laborers, who otherwise would have been without work ;a 
large number of works will also have been completed which will materially 
benefit the country, and be a safeguard against repeated failures of crops. Tr 
is unfortunate, however, that most of the works are now nearly completed, and 
that but few are now applying for such loans to whom such advances could 
safely be made. During the fortnight I have, however, been able to make 
advances to 23 persons, taking Rs. 5,070,whose works will be carried on in 
some of the very worst parts of the district. 

The works of the Purulia municipality are being steadily carried on, and 
whilst giving employment to a large number of persons will add greatly to the 
appearance, convenience and health of the town.

Colonel Rowlatt said that the period for which the people would 
want assistance was three months; and he gave it as his opinion that 150,000 
maunds of Government grain should be provided for his district. 

5. The Licutenant-Governor does not consider Colonel Rowlatt’s state. 
ment of the ease to be absolulely clear; and perhaps some of his deductions 
may not be quite consistent with his premises, But it is clear that Colonel 
Rowlatt knows district well, and has visited all its distressed tracts; he has 
been particularly successful in getting works of local improvement undertaken 
by landholders, and much weight must be attached to what he says. Sir 
Richard Temple would not himself have supposed that one corner of a district 
otherwise well off, could have been in so very bad a condition that four. 
seventbs of its population will have to be fed with grain imported by Govern- 
ment, 
6. Still, looking to the very serious nature of Colonel Rowlatt's report, 
the Lieutenunt-Governor would ask you to be good enough to visit Manbhoom 
at once, and to favor him with а very early report upon the extent of the 
distress, and the condition and requirements of the distressed tracts, Sir 
Richard is aware that you yourself visited these tracts early in thé year; but 
distress has, according to Colonel Rowlatt’s account, so much extended, that 
the Government can hardly decide upon the kind and extent of relief required 
without the assistance of your judgment and knowledge, exercised after revisit- 
ing the district.

as unhealthy. Cholera and smallpox have been reported in some places 
but not in an epidemic form.

M 
famine, besides the fear of deficient supply, there is always another fat 
namely, this, that those who bave grain to sell will nevertheless hold i 
hoarding against some future time, harder even than the present, when society 
itself will be almost broken up by depopulation. I have repeatedly heard ex 
dread expressed by the natives. ^ But persons of this class (which ‘is numero;

“J have quoted the prices of rice as famine prices. If rice had been the 
only grain in the market, such prices must have caused great distress before 
the effect of the Government stores could have been felt. But happily, there 
have been, and still to some extent are, other cheaper food-grains in the North 
Behar markets. The Durbhunga and Mudhoobunnee price-currents show, 
however, that these grains are being exhausted ; maize was quoted at 11 seers 
per rupee in the Mudhoobunnee statement for the 19th April, and the lesser millet 
at 9 seers per rupee in Durbhunga. In Chumparun and Brun the quotations for 
barley ure still moderate. But though these grains supply a very substantial 
pe of the food of the poor during a portion of the year, yet they are not 

gely consumed by the middle and cultivating classes. No large stocks of these 
ins are ordinarily kept, and according to the careful reports compiled by 
istrict officers at the beginning of the scarcity, rice constitutes the largest 
element in the food of the majority of the people of North Behar. It is there- 
fore by the price of common’ rice that the natives themselves guage the pressure 
upon a particular locality, and the Government has therefore adopted that | 
standard in estimating the severity of distress in any sub-division or circle.” |

“The determination of the place of sale and of the price is not left to 
the discretion of the local officers; it has in^no place been undertaken without 
the sanction of the Commissioner, and in most places the sanction of the 
Government has been previously obtained.” 


“Tn every mart without exception in the distressed districts special 
inquiry has been made of the local traders as to whether they would or would 
not import grain. In the most distressed tracts they generally said they would 
not. То all of them offers were made of advances of Government money 
they would import grain on their own account. То а limited extent only wore” 
these offers accepted. At Patna an additional branch was mado from the 
railway for Government grain in order to sot free the previously 
branch for private trade in the Tirhoot direction.” 

“Private trade has been and still is conspicuously active in 
Maldah, Purneah, and Sarun, and is becoming so in the remainder 
tressed districts.

“ Owing, however, to the early completion of the transport work everywhere, 
except in East Tirhoot and in the Brahmapooter valley, the greater portion 
of the vast amount of carriage recently employed by Goverument 18 how 
Jiberated for the service of any traders who can sueceed in engaging it. 
The tens of thousands of carts lately in the ser of the Government, or of 
its contractors, in Sarun, Chumparun, West "l'irhoot, Bhagulpore, Purneah, 
Dinagepore, are now available. Further, a large amount of Government 
reserve carriage, collected beyond the limits of Bengal, is now employed in 
‘Tirhoot, liberating pro tanto tho local carriage for the use of trade.” - 















“Besides tho sales to the publie, there are the sales of Government grain 
to the relief laborers. The policy was laid down thus in the Governor- 
General's resolution of the 7th November 1873” :— 


^ The State will be in the position of an employer of labor on an unusually large seale, 
and is justified in doing that which all other employers do, namely, selecting tho mode of 
rmunerating its work-peoplo most acceptable to them and most suitable to the surrounding 
circumstances, Such remuneration will generally be in kind, that is, in food-grain, For this 
particular purpose, фер, supplies of grain will be purchased and laid in both by the Govern- 
ment of India and the local Government.’ 








“The principle thus laid down has been acted on here and there almost 
from the commencement; still the progress was slow, Partly, our officers 
desired to afford every chance to private trade, partly also they were waiting 
till their own оона were filled. The general result was that up to the 
end of April very little of Government grain used for the relief laborers. 

' The time has now come for paying them in kind, either by distributing grain, 
or by giving tokens, on production of which grain can be obtained, or by 
supplying grain to traders to be retailed by them among the men.” 





“Tt has long been urged by the nutives of all classes that some means of 
subsistence should be advanced to cultivators to be repaid at coming harvests. 
In some districts I have been pressed upon the subject by clamorous crowds of 
cultivators. Such aid would naturally be given in tlie shape of food-grain. 
It was not possible to do this at first, and the aid was given in mone 
now we have the means of affording it in grain, and we must be pr 
for the demand increasing as the season advances. This proceeding will — 
demand careful and detailed inquiry, so that the advances may be distributed

“Looking at the distressed districts as a whole, I should say that th 
first ten days of May, forming и brief though critical period, have’ passed ey 
favorably. A fall of rain hus afforded some employment in sowing for thi 
next harvest, und has raised the hopes of the people for the future. "Тоо паў 
regard, however, must not be paid to such hopes. When in February last 
similar rain enabled the husbandman to sow some supplementary crops Чо be 
gathered in May, the people were in high spirits ; bu those very crops аге 
in many places withered now. The public health has been good. “The Cattle 
have been free from epidemic disease. The increase of distress has been 
gradual; there has been no sudden flocking of people to the relief works, 
‘Though prices Ниуе risen, in some places touching br а moment even famine 
rates, there has been no panic anywhere. "Though the number of persons 
receiving relief in its various shapes is rising, still it is becoming more and 
more possible to deal with the several classes of cases after due consideration 
and inquiry. The better enforcement of labour system on all the works 
has progressed without any large numbers leaving the works in the manner 
described in ту last narrative. One case only of this nature, and this ina 
smaller degree, has occurred (in the Dinagepore district), and that is being 
inquired into. 


“In attempting to enforce any change however excellent, we must 
observe the shy, timid disposition of these poor, rude, untaught. creatures—so 
prone to believe that any new order must be for their hurt—so ready to face 
inevitable death instead of trying to work on a plan they do not understand, 
and then to bear the lingering misery so silently that their state would 
not be known to us unless we searched it out. "his description is drawn 
from our certain knowledge in many thousands of instances. Such isthe 
character of the majority of the one million and a half of persons on the | 
works, towards whom | have directed that the utmost patience and carefulness 
be shown, although there is an important minority of sturdy persons from 
whom а proper amount of work must be exacted." 


“ Persons of the Brahmin caste are becoming more numerous on the works. 
This is to be encouraged: high as the caste may be, its members may and do 
perform manual labor in the field; and where the men work, their families | 
may do the same. So also large numbers of women, who ordinarily work with 
their hands at home, now work at the village tanks close by. “They would 
not be fit recipients of charitable relief, noy would they be suited for the p^ 
work, spinning, &c., provided for, women of the classes above them. Net

I 
have recently had the pleasure of receiving the zemindars of the Monghyr dis- 
trict and of thanking them for their scrvices, which have greatly lightened the 
work of relief in that district. I expect that, before the close of the operations, 
there will be a long catalogue of creditable deeds done by the zemindars." 


“J have also the satisfaction of acknowledging the assistance in relief 5 
rations afforded by the resident indigo planters in North-West Tirhoot, in 
North Chumparun, and in Sarun. The factories are so dotted over the Sarun 
district that there the organisation of the circle and sub-circle system has been 
found unnecessary. The relief circles or sub-circles in these three districts 
managed by indigo planters are full one hundred in number.” 









































“Jn several districts the officials for the * groups’ or sub-circles, consisting 
of from five to ten villages cach, are found from among the village accountants 
(putwarees) and the headmen (munduls); which, again, is a satisfactory 
circumstance." 


“The transport of grain has been completed some weeks before the time in « 
Sarun, Chumparun, Bhagulpore, Purneah, and Dinagepore. Some work, com- 

tively inconsiderable, remains in Rungpore, Воџта, Maldah and Monghyr, 
буа and Shahabad; but in East Tirhoot alone is there anything of consequence 
remaining; and so many resources are now being brought to bear on that one 
line that completion within the time is probable. Out of 346,911 tons to be 
transported north of the Ganges, 293,111 tons have been carried towards the 
interior from the north bank of the river up to date. Considering the anxiety once 
felt about the inland transport, I trust that this result will appear satisfactory." 


“ Finding the distress to be certainly less than the expectation in the 
Monghyr, Gya, and Shahabad districts, I have made some reduction in their 
allotments of grain." 


‘It is very difficult to give a precise number of all the persons who, in some 
shape or other, are at this date receiving assistance from Government. But 
taking all those employed on works or on famine service, receiving charitable 
relief, purchasing Government grain, receiving advances, benefiting by 
advances made to landholders and traders, I calculate that the total must 
amountto nearly two millions, though I do not think it exceeds that number. 
This calculation’ affords answer to the natural inquiry as to the real extent of 
the famine. Out of so large a number there must be some unworthy recipients 
of publie bounty, and some who might have tided over the trouble without 
\ tesorting to relief works ; but most of the above number really need the aid 

are receiving ; many of them would be in dangerous distress without it, 
and but for it many of them would perish. And besides these there must, I

3. The seed-grain which the Lieutenant-Governor is buying in Bengal, 
will probably be distributed, 75,000 maunds to the Madhubunnee sub-division” 
and 25,000 То the Ramnuggur relief sub-division, as these are the tracts wher® 
last years’ failure of the rice crops wis most complete, and where seed-grain is 
most deficient. The sub-divisional and circle officers will be answerable for 
advancing this seed-grain promptly to the most needy tracts and villages; and 
plans for such distribution, with lists of villages, should be made out before-hand 
in all the cirles of Medhubunnee, Naraya and Ramnuggur, 

4 The seed-grain will be specially pushed early into the more remote 
tracts by the transport officers, and the Magistrates will have to see that this 
is really done. The Commissioner will settle how the quantities of seed-grain 
to be supplied shall be distributed between the several circles.

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"s Tt is certain that many private persons, traders, landholders, and 
others, have quantities of seed-grain which they hold in order to sell to the 
cultivators; zu is a most legitimate business, and we should avoid inter- 
ce with 1t. 
"EC ‘The cultivators always allege that as there are many varieties of rice, 
the seed of one particular variety only will suit particular lands; if seed of 
other varieties were offered it would not be suitable, and so on. If this be 
in any degree true (which however I do not affirm), the difficulty of obtainin: 
any seed from а distance becomes great; when the seed arrives it wolld 
| probably be rejected. 
7. Then the only seed to be depended on as suitable would be that 
obtained on Ше spot. But from the nature of the case, the locality їп question wi 
would always be one where scarcity prevailed. How, then, is Government to ~ й. 
buy up seed-grain in such a place? The prices of food would immediately А a

8. Again, there is scarcity not only in the distressed districts, but also in Los 
most of rice-producing districts in Bengal. "Therefore even in the last-named 
districts there is objection to purchasing locally on behalf of Government, as 
sugh purchases aggravate the prevailing dearness of rice, 
| 9. It might be suggested that seed-grain could be obtained from beyond 
the seas just as the food-grain is obtained. But then such seed-grain is much 
Jess likely to prove suitable, than the seed procured in India. = 
10. Thus the subject is seen to be fraught with difficulty. Notwith- 
standing this however, it behoves us to consider possible remedies or precau- 
tions. 
11. Itis commonly said by the people (though T am far from affirming 
i) that the grain of the last crop only is fit for seed. Even where the crop 
has for the most part failed, and a small remnant alone is saved, the cultivators 
will still save some of that remnant for seed, and will subsist on the grain saved 
from previous seasons, It is only when he is driven to extremity by hunger 
that he will eat up his seed-grain. The first general remedy is that which 
has already been applied, namely, the supply of food by Government in places 
where the natural supply has failed. The people will certainly not use their 
seed-grain for food if they can feed themselves otherwise. Many thousands of 
cultivators are obtaining relief from Government in employment or other ways; 
such persons have no reason to use up their little hoard of seed-grain. 
12, To many thousands of cultivators, again, advances of money or grain 
have been, and are being made, to.enable thei to subsist till the next harvest 
shall be gathered, These, also, will be exempt from the necessity of consuming 
their seed-grain. I have again issued stringent instructions to all relief officers 
to remove from the cultivators the temptation to consume their seed-grain 
by affording timely assistance. 1
